No. 0/08/2020-IB&R(W) dated 27.0.2020 and amendment notification issued vide No. 0I/08/2020-IB&R(W) 
dated 2.03.202] regarding setting up of the Road side fuel Stations in the State of Haryana on State Highways (SHs), 
Major District Roads (MDRs), Other District Roads (ODRs) & Village Roads (VRs), the Governor of Haryana 
hereby makes the following amendment in ibid notification:- 


# ]0,0 Relaxation in these guidelines shall normally be not allowed. However, if the circumstances so warrant, the 
relaxation in these guidelines shall only be allowed/decided by ACS, PWD (B&R) on the recommendation of a 
committee headed by Special Secretary to Government of Haryana, Public Works (B&R) Department consisting of 
following officers for considering applications of access permission beyond the above mentioned guidelines :- 


(i) Concerned Chief Engineer (Roads) Member 
(ii) | One other Chief Engineer dealing with Roads/NH/ Member 
PMGSY and NABARD (available on date of meeting) 
(iii) Superintending Engineer, Roads Member 
(iv) | Concerned Superintending Engineer Member 
(v) | Concerned Executive Engineer Member 
(vi) | Concerned Executive Engineer dealing the case at Head Member Secretary 


Quarter level 


The above mentioned committee shall take into consideration the criteria regarding access permission to the 
fuel stations as mentioned in this policy with respect to road safety aspect while deciding every case for relaxation in 
the Guidelines/ norms. However, no case shall be considered for relaxation beyond the limit of Twenty Five percent 
of criteria laid in this policy subject to fulfillment of safety norms.”
